for the new Krupp armor, to $445, and 
a proviso was also added precluding 
the 
government 
from, paying more 


than was paid by any other. foreign 
government for similar armor. 


When the bill was reported to the 


house Mr. Boutelle attempted to secure 
a reversal of the verdicts of the com- 
mittee of the whole on the naval acad- 
emy and armor plate amendments, but 
In both cases he was defeated, a mo- 
tion to recommit the bill made by him 
being voted down, 79 to 155. 


The house has unanimously agreed 


to an amendment to the naval appro- 
priation bill creating the grade of ad- 
miral for the navy. It was adopted 
with a shout. It is intended for Rear 
Admiral Dewey.

.the cathedral and Pierre La Chaise 
:gllttering helmets and cuirasses and

The bourse, the 


Bank of France, the public offices and 
most of the stores were closed, and the 
•whole 'population were in the streets, 
at the windows and on the housetops. 


But the effect was totally different 


:from that which impressed one at the 
funerals of Thlers, Gambetta and Car- 
'not. On these occasions all Franca 
poured into the capital, and all hearts 
burst out in one irresistable impulse. 
There was absolute unity of emotion. 


The plumes of Thiers' hearse were 


like the flag that led to victory over 
the enemies of the republic then in 
power. At that funeral Jrline. Thiers, 
by universal acclamation, was sover- 
eign lady of Paris. 


Gamhetta's funeral was apotheosis. 


All did honor to him, and all felt that 
it was well for him to die in the apo- 
gee of his glory. 


Carnot's assassin made the heart of 


the nation bleed. The night 
before 


Carnot's funeral thousands of provin- 
cial people wandered about the streets 
of Paris, the hotels being already full. 


There was nothing of this on the 


present occasion. No 
all-prevailing 


unity of emotion; no deep regrets, un- 
less among the very poor. 
They re- 


jnember now that President Faure de- 
Toted his Thursdays to the hospitals. 


The reactionists are sorry he died so

Wreaths From Koynlty,

«d by the Faure family from imperial 
and royal personages than wore 
re- 


ceived by the Carnot family in 1894. 
Among the far-off sovereigns who tel- 
egraphed, wrote or sent wreaths were 
the Emperor and Dowager Empress of 
China and the president of the Orange 
Free State telegraphed, and its repre- 
sentatives here presented a wreath in 
artificial flowers. 


Queen Victoria's wreath was of roses,

sincere esteem." 


President McKinley, Colonel John

can legation appeared In the cortege. 


Tho people of Paris were kept in the 


dark aa long as possible as to 
the 


route the funeral

take. This was owing to fear of se- 
ditious manifestations being planned. 
The program was thrice altered.

square in his saddle, and surrounded 
by his staff ha led off tho cortege.
